Polish woman testified today a 
former American diplomat told 
her he was being blackmailed by 
Polish secret police who wanted 
him to hand over "thc cipher and 
some, kind of plan he was getting 
from* Washington." 


Thc witness, Ursula Dis^hcr, 22, 


said Die blackmail attempt took 
place after Polish police caught 
her undressed in bed with Irvin 
C. Scarbcck. Scarbcck at that 
time was second secretary in the 
American Embassy in Warsaw. 


Scarbcck, 41 and married, is on 


trial in federal court on a charge 
of turning over four secret diplo- 
matic papers to thc Polish Red 
agents. 


Miss Discher also said Scarbcck 


told her the secret police had of- 
fered him money, "20,000 zlotys 
or so, but I told him myself not 
to accept any money from them." 


She said of .the blackmail at- 


tempi, "If Ihcy received anything 
they vvere trifles." 


Last April, Scarbeck engineered 


the girl's cscapc.Jrom .Poland by 
laving a West, German 
friend 


send her a fake .telegram that'her 
lonexistcnl brother was dying in 
a Frankfurt hospital. With this, 
she was able to get a visa from

But early returns for the first

The early returns so far arc al- 
most exclusively, frorri corpora- 
tions whose fiscal" year ends be- 
fore the calendar one. Thus the 
nine months results go back a 
month or so into 1960 and cover 
more recession time than will 
those firms using the calendar 
year. The recession low common- 
ly is put at March. 


But the nonconformists also re- 


port a third quarter that doesn't 
include September when business 
as a whole usually picks up. 


Third quarter returns of 74 cor- ( 


porations reporting so far show 
90 of them doing better this year 
than in the summer months of 
1960. 
Four operated in the red 


this year, against six a year ago.

panies a year ago or a gain of 
9.3 per cent.

these in and you have 75 com- 
panies, with total ^profits of $470,- 
598,000 against $444,739,000 but the 
percentage falls to 5.8, since the 
Bell System was doing a lot better 
a year ago than were many of 
the other 74. 


Among the other gainers in the 


third quarter this year were de- 
partment stores office equipment 
farm -.equipment and some mach- 
inery and tool companies. 


The third quarter gains over 


last year stand out against sec- 
ond quarter results, which still 
trailed 1960 by 2 per cent, and 
the first quarter returns, which 
ran 20 per cent behind the pre- 
vious year. 


Fewer corporations1 have1 re- 


ported so far on their first nine 
months. A.T.&T. is among" the 
missing. But of the 52 which have, 
29 trail the year-ago figures, and 
five operated at a loss against 
three in the previous year. (The 
nine months results are from a 
largely different group than those 
reporting for the quarter.) 


The 52 reporting at the three- 


quarter mark of their fiscal year 
show net income as a group of 
$188,578,000, compared with $177,-

profits were trailing 1960 by 12 
peri centi a better se'con'd quarter 
unable to offset the big drop in 
the first three months of 1961. 


The first nine months of 1960 


dad trailed 1959 returns by 2 per 
cent. 


The .scattering of early returns 


to date is far from the last word 
on the profit trend, which won't 
be available for some weeks. But 
the steady climb from the first 
quarter low point'strengthens the 
hopes of those who expect earn 
ings to go on increasing in spite 
of rising costs in many industries.

the barriers and let the crowd 
march into the square. It never 
exceeded 300. 


It was the first time a band of 


Western marchers had ever made 
theirf w'ay into the Soviet Unjo'n 
under such circumstances. 


In Red Square thejy seemed un- 


certain what to do. Police forbade 
them to speak. They had planned 
to hold peace meetings in the 
squ«r« as they had done in dozehs 
of cities and villages across Eu' 
rope and in the Soviet Union. In] 
stead, they passed out handbills to' 
everyone in the square who would 
take them. Most Soviet grabbed 
at them eagerly.
